Subject appeared as defense witness January 15* 16* and 17* 

1950, in the trial of United States vs. SCHlinM\I3i* Et A1 in 
a case involving a violation of the Neutrality Act in the 
shipment of military aircraft to Israel. BERNSTEIN testi- 
* fi e d in effect that he had furnished the money and directed 
the defendants in the purchase of this material* and in 
essence stated that he was responsible for the actions of 
the defendants. Assistant United States Attorney HERSCHEL 
E. CHAMPLIN advises that since BERNSTEIN had previously 
denied knowing SCETOMMER to Bureau Agents in New York his 
activity was not known until his testimony at the trial 
and* hence* was never indicted as a defendant. Assistant 
United States Attorney* Los Angeles* declines prosecution 
this district inasmuch as there ms no overt act committed \ 
by the subject here.

A review of the transcript Volumes 1XV1TI, XIX, ant XXX xn j^/Tr/^ 
the trial of United States vs. SCHWIMMER, Et A1 hold in Unit/d 
S'tates District Court, Southern California Division, Judge 3^9^ 
PIERSON K. HALL presiding, refits that NAHUM BERNSTEIN appeared as a 
witness for the defendants in^his trial on January 15, 16,' and 17, 1950. 

I ne trial involved ADOLPH Is A/b C HWB2U 2R and five other individuals plus 
SCrT./ILSIER's corporation on charges of conspiracy to violate the Neutrality 
Aco by smuggling aircraft to Israel. Defending the six individuals in 
this trial were Attorneys ISAAC PACHT and WILLIAM STRONG. 

On January 15, 1950, NAHUM A.7BERNSTEIN ms called as a 
witness by the defense and gave his home address as 136 East 67th Street, 
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New York City. BERNSTEIN stated that he was a member of the Now York Bar 
and named one of his partners as EDI7ARD S. SILVER, whom he described as the 
Chief Assistant District Attorney of Kings County, -Brooklyn, New York, and 
a former special assistant to the Attorney General. 


In response to a question by the court (Judge PIERSON M. HALL 
presiding) as to what the defense intended to prove by this witness, that 

is BERNSTEIN, both PACKT and STRONG replied ’'everything". , that 

the whole plan of operations in the formation of the SERVICE AIRWAYS were 
under BERIISTEIN's supervision, "the setting up of the plan, the purchase 
of the pianos, the Panamanian situation — everything." BERNSTEIN stated 
in ans’Mn/ to questions by Mr. PACHT that he was the legal representative 
of thgj gmSH AGENCY FOR P ALESTI NE, which ho explained was an agency 
created and recognized by the old League of Nations.
